After two or three innings the score 
stood nothing

nothing and the 
board adjourned. 
Smith, Cambern & 
Smith, representing Dale, made seper- 
rate answe r« to a ll the charges (?) pre­ 
ferred against him by director Barrett, 
and after answering same a motion 
was made to dismiss the entire pro­ 
ceedings, as there was 
no 
specific 
in stances noted in the 
charges and 
nothing sufficient to warrant the ask 
ing for the resgniation of the 
s e c re ­ 
tary manager. 
Several 
of the directors declared 
openly that they thought there was 
nothing produced against Dale derog- 
atory to the compa ny ’s interests and 
sa id the 
whole 
proceedings 
were 
” a lot of trumped-up 
baby pla y ;’* 
those who had not the conrag« 
to 
speak 
their 
convictions 
remained 
quiet. 
Some 
people 
would 
rather 
bray and bellow after the fashion of 
a country mule: he * ill stay on the 
farm six day s in the week eating grass 
and working and never utter a sound, 
hut let the ladies hitch him to a car­ 
riage and drive to town on Saturday 
and he will stop and bray on every 
corner. 
George Young picked up the answer 
filed by Da le’s at tornevs and started to 
elucida te when he was asked why 
was there and w hom he was represent­ 
ing. He replied that he was represent­ 
ing the 
stockholders. 
When 
asked 
“ what stockholders?” he would not 
give any answer. After an embarrass­ 
ing wTa it of seveial minutes Barrett, 
who hopes to become the secretary - 
manager, had to answer for 
Young. 
He replied that he had spoken to him. 
and in the same breath, Young blurted 
out that director Kelly had spoken to 
him. 
After much debating and a de 
inand from the noard, it was said that 
Young was there on request of Marion 
MoCann, Charles Hago, J ohn Rear­ 
don and a few others. 
The entire proceedings, since the 
•very beginning, has been a long drawn 
out farce and is not worthy the a t­ 
tention of sober 
thinking, sensible 
men to follow. 
It was instigated by 
Barrett 
and 
it has 
been 
carried 
through by him, without adding anv 
dignity or fresh laurels to his wrinkled 
brow. His stock with men lias taken 
a big drop since the matter was first 
a gitated. 
At the beginning, the pub­ 
lic realized that he was doing it all 
for a personal gain, from the manner 
he c on d u c t e d himself and his attacks 
He has undoubtedly done the company 
an irreparable 
loss, 
damaging 
its 
credit and putting it in a had light 
before men. 
Had he been sincere, he woald have 
quietly 
gathered 
together evidence 
a ga inst Dale 
(he would have done 
that had it been a case to try in the 
circuit court) 
and 
then, 
without 
tooting his horn or without the cla ng­ 
ing of bells, he would have gone be­ 
fore the board of directors with for­ 
ma l charges against the man. 
If he 
knew of any unfair dealings or breach 
of trust on the part of any employ e, 
he was in duty bound, by virtue of 
the trust the stockholders 
placed in 
him when they selected him as a d i­ 
rector, to report such matters in the 
proper 
manner and no doubt they 
would have been disposed of in the 
eame summary manner. 
By his actions he has caused a m a ­ 
jority of the leading stocholders to 
doubt tha t he had an honest motive 


and the resnlt is that they are begin­ 
ning to tire of the wrangling and will 
see that he will he dismissed from 
the board 
at the 
proper time. 
If 
Dale is guilty of any wrongdoing, 
the tactics employ ed by Barrett have 
proven to be a protection for h im : 
too many bitter remarks were dropped 
to make one believe on the face of it 
that it was any thing short of poli­ 
tics, or personal greed, or persecution : 
at best it 
was nothing more 
than 
Barrettism. 
Barrett was a Hearst man a few 
y ears ago aud went out on a secret 
mission in this district in the inter­ 
est of the “ y ellow ” 
New Yorker 
Later when that gentleman was put 
on the unfair list of the Democrat 
party , Barrett was virtually left out 
in the cold. 
It was then that he hit 
upon the happy plan of having him ­ 
self reinstated 
with the 
party in 
Rush county . 
For some time he has 
coveted the position of secretary -man- 
ager of the telephone company , 
and 
in try ing to reach that goal, he shifted 
upon the stage of action a double set 
of scenery . 
One was to appeal to the 
board and telephone directors and the 
other was a heart appeal to the Demo­ 
cratic party . 
He set himself up as 
avior of the company and began to 
write a serial story , after the order of 
Tom Lawson, for the local organ, set­ 
ting forth all he intended to do. 
The 
only definite action which he took was 
dene after he was crowded by this 
pnblication'and several members of the 
hoard, who knew he w^s “ four-flush­ 
ing” and called his blfl^T 
More « pacific charges were promised 
last, night for the nex t meeting which 
will beheld 0 11 nex t Tuesday morning. 
O. M. Dale intends to resign his po­ 
sition when his term ex pires in April 
and had informed all the directors— 
including 
Ba rrett—bnt of course in 
the meantime, it behooves Barrett to 
make as much capital of the situation 
ns possible. 
Many people would have 
never known lie was in the county , if 
it had not been for this spectacular 
play he has made. 
He deserves some 
credit for getting his name before the 
people. 
There will probably he three 
or four in eacfi township who will 
think he is a ‘‘regular Ida Ta rhell,” 
bnt the people who know him and his 
methods are laughing up their sleeves 
at him : some of the less polite, laugh 
right in 
his 
face. But this is all 
wrong. 
Psy chology teaches us that 
some men are born with ambition that 
is eight times as large as their a bility 
to do things. 
All of us are striving 
for recognition and fame, so let us he 
charitable.

The inspiration of a large assembly 
of stalwart men, the pleasing cadences 
of the instrumental and vocal music 
and the thrilling sensation of a strong 
stirring message elevates and strength­ 
ens one’s life.

the door to see the effect of his blow 
the man reached up and inflicted a 
deep stab wound in the region of the 
groins, 
missing the femoral artery 
only a fraction of an inch. 
The in- 
jurv was dressed on arrival here. 
“ Sizemore is a saloon keeper and 
gained notoriety of a ditTerent kind 
last week 
when he assaulted 
and 
knocked down the Rev. W. W. Sniff, 
a local minister, who is identified 
with the local option ca mpa ign."

JOHN MITCHELL, THE LABOR LEADER. 
OHN MITCHELL, the labor leader and President of the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America, at the age of thirty-three headed an army of 
150,000 men in 
the great coal strike, the greatest labor struggle in history. 
His calmness, 
coolness, self-poise, courage and sterling honesty carried him brav ely and un­ 
faltering through a fierce fight. 
He had to meet on the one hand, millionaire mine-owners 
safely entrench ed 
behind the ramparts of their wealth, and able to stand a long siege; on the oth er 
hand the members of the union itself, thousands of 
wh om were ignorant foreign­ 
ers wh ose passions migh t in a moment conv ert them into a mob; vain, envious, 
self-seeking orators and delegates looking for 
sp oils; and sch eming, tricky, am­ 
bitious leaders ev en in the councils. 
Between the millionaires and th e miners 
was th e world of industry clamoring for 
coal to keep the wh eels of trade moving. 
With remarkable strength and to h is p ersonal credit, Mr. Mitch ell kep t a 
clear mind and a cool head in a severely testing crisis. He was born in Braid wood, 
111., th e son of a miner, in 18 6 9, and at th e age of four was left an orp h an under 
th e care of his step moth er. His sch ool training was sligh t, for at th irteen h e was 
jveking coal at the mines; but h e studied at nigh t and became interested in econ­ 
omic questions 
and at sixteen joined th e Knigh ts of Labor. 
For five years h e 
traveled in th e West, working h is way from one mine to anoth er, earning enough 
to keep h im, and broadening h is mind by a larger outlook 
on life and a closer 
study of labor problems in a p ractical, p ersonal way. 
Th ese years of experience 
made an excellent training for th e larger future of th e young ch amp ion of labor. 
In 18 9 5 h e became Secretary-Treasurer of a district organization of th e 
United Mine Workers, and rap idly rose from one p ost of h onor to anoth er until 
h e became President in 18 9 9, th e membersh ip of th e Union increasing from 
43,000 to over 8 00,000 in four years and winning great victories in increased 
wages, sh orter h ours and oth er concessions for its members. 
Mr. Mitch ell is a man of such wondbrful executive abilitv, such shrewd bus­ 
iness sagacity and so magnetic in h is strong p ersonality 
that h e could readily 
earn more th an h is p resent salary of $1800 a year were h e to enter th e business 
world. 
He h as stood loyally and steadfastly by all 
contracts with Capital, feel­ 
ing th at th e one basis or th e strength of organized labor must be its respect for 
th e sacredness of th e contracts and agreements, wh ich h onor, not law, must 
make th em fulfil in th eir battles with organized cap ital.

A few years ago a Flathead Indian 
named Pablo, liv ing in Montana, had 
tn his possession a herd of 850 buffalo, 
which he sold to the Canadian gov ern­ 
ment. Most of the animals were turned 
loose in Canada, where it is said they 
are thriv ing. 
About one-half of them 
are being held for the Canadian gov -, 
eminent by the Indian. It is presumed 
these buffalo will be giv en their free­ 
dom within fence limitations in the 
near future. 
Pablo will hav e remain­ 
ing in his possession about fifty of the 
animals, the increase since lie agreed 
to sell his herd and some animals that 
he has picked up recently. The officers 
of tinv American Bison association de- 
sjre that these animals shall Ik? pur­ 
chased and turned loose on the Flat­ 
head Indian reserv ation In Montana. 
Senator I I.v on of Montana has In­ 
come interested in the scheme and will 
introduce a bill to set aside twenty 
square miles as a buffalo reserv e. The 
Flathead land holdings are soon to be 
opened U[> to scUk? aieui> and the land 
that the gov ernment is asked to re­ 
serv e as a range is almost totally unfit 
for agricultural purposes. 
Mr. Ilorna- 
day thinks that if such a range is pro­ 
v ided the buffalo will 
double their 
numbers in three or four years and 
that the question of the preserv ation of 
an animal which supposedly had l>een 
doomed to extinction will Ik? solv ed.
